For it is not of Love to Righteouſneſs and 
Juſtice that Satan accuſeth us to God, but 
that he may deſtroy the Workmanſhip of | 
God. Wherefore he alſo fighteth -againſt . | 
God, when he accuſlcth the Children. And | 
this thy Father knows right weil : He muſt 
therefore needs ' diſtinguiſh between the 
Charge, and the Mind that brings it :- Speci- 
ally when what is charged npon us is under 
the gracious Premiſe of a Pardon (as I have 
ſhewed it 1s,) Shall not the Judge then hear 
his Son, (for our Advocare is his Son) in the 
Canſe of one that he tavours, and that he 

j1ſtly can againſt an Enemy, who ſeeks his 
Diſhonour, and the Deſtruction of his efcr- 
nal Deſigns of Grace ? 

A Mention of the Judges. Son, goes far 
with Country- -Men, and great ſtriving there 
is, with them, who have great Enemies and 
bad Cauſes, to yet the Judges, Son to plead;

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' Jke to hear him, and to yield-a Verdi. to 
his Plea, as to any. other Lawyer. But 
what now ſhall we ſay concerning our Judge's 
Son, whotakes part, not only with his Chil- 
dren, but with hi, and with Law and.

Priv. 7, Seventhly, Another Privilege that 
they have, who have Jeſus Chriſt for their 
Advocate, is,. That he: is undaunted and of a 
good Courage, as to. the Cauſe which he un- 
dertakes : For that's a requiſite Qualification 
for a Lawyer, to be bold and undaunted in a 
Man's Cauſe : Such aa one is. covered, eſpeci- 
ally by him that knows he has a brazen-faced 
| Antagoniſt, Wherefore he ſaith that he will 
ſer bis: Face like a Flint, Iſa..50. 5,6, 7. when 
he ſtands up to plead the Cauſe of nis People. 
Lawyers, of all Men, need this Courage, and 
to be above others Men of hard Fore-heads, 
becauſe of the Aﬀronts that ſometimes: they 
meet with, be their Canſe: never ſo good, 
in the Face, ſometimes, of thechief of a King- 
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dom. © Now Chriſt is our Lawyer and 
ſtands upto plead, not only ſometimes, but 
always for his People, before the God of 
Gods, and that not in a Corner, but while 
all the Hoſt of Heaven ſtands by both on the 
right Hand and on the Left. Nor is it to 
be doubted, but that our Accuſer brings many 
a fore Charge againſt us, into the Court : 
But, however, we have an Advocate that is 
valiant and courageous : One that will not 
fail nor be diſcouraged till he has brought 


Judgment into Vitory. Hence Fohn inſerts 


his Name, ſaying, 1f any Man ſin, we bave 
an Advocate with the Father, Feſnas Chriſt.

I did uſe to bemuch taken 
with one Se of Chriſtians, for that it was 
uſually their way, - when they made mention 
of the Name of Je/es, to.call: him; The bleſ- 
ſed King of Glory. Chriſtians ſhould.do thus 3 

For why: doth the 
Holy Ghoſt, think you, give him all theſe 
Titles, but that we ſhould call him by them, 
and ſo make mention of him one' to arother.

Poſt-houſe, to Tee if I could 
hear ought from Heaven, how Matters went, 
about my Soul there. I have alſo asked thofe 
that paſs by the way, #f they ſaw him whom my 
Soul laveth, and if they had any thing to com- 
municate to me, but. nothing can I get or 
find but Generals; as, that 1 have an Advocate 


there, and that he pleadeth the Cauſe of his 


People, and that: he will throughly plead 
their Cauſe, but what he has done for 1, 
of that, as yet, I am ignorant. I doubt, if 
my Soul fball, by him, effeCtually be-ſecured, 
that yet, a conditional Verdict will be award- 
ed concerning me, and that much Bitter will 
be mixed with my. Sweet, and that I muſt 
drink Gall and Wormwood for my Folly : 
For, if David and Aſa, and Hezekzah, and 
ſuch good Men, were ſo ſerved, for their S:ne, 
2 Chron. 16. 7, 12. why ſhonld I look for o- 
ther Dealing at the Hand of God? But as. to

this, I willendeavour to bear the Indignation of 
the Lord becauſe I have ſinned againff him, 
Jſa. 39. 3,8. and (hall connt it an infinite 
Mercy, if this Judgment comes to me from 
him , that I may rot be condemned with the 
World, 1 Cor. 11. 32. I know, it is dreadful 
walking in Darkneſs, but if that alſo hall be 
the Lord's Lot upen me, I pray God 1 may 
have Faith enough to ftay upon him till 
Death, and then will the Clouds blow over, 
and 1 ſhall ſee him, in the Light of the Liv- 
ing. 
Sine Enemy, the Devil, as you fay,is of an 
inveagling Temper, and although he has accu- 
ſed me, before the Judgment-Seat of God,yet, 
when he comes to me, at any time, he gla- 
vers and flatters, as if he never did mean me 
harm : But, I think, tis that he might ger 
further Advantage againſt me. But I carry 
it now at a further diſtance than formerly ; 
and O that 1 was at the remoteſt Diſtance, 
not only from him, but alſo from chat ſelf 
of mine that laboureth with him for my un- 
doing ! ; 

But, altho 1 ſay theſe things now, and to 
you, yet I have my ſolitary hours, and, in 
them, I have other — thoughts. © For 
thus 1 think 5 my Cauſe 35 bad: I have ſinned, 
and I have been vile. 1 am aſhamed my ſelf 
of mine own doings, and have given mine E-

nemy thebeſt end of the Staff. The Lawand 
Reafon, and my Conſcience, plead for him 
againſt me and all is true, he puts into his 
Charge againſt me,That Thave ſinned more times 
thas there be Hairs on my Head, I know not of 
any thing thar ever I did in my Life but it had 
flaw,or wrinke,or Spot or ſome ſuch thing in it. 
Mine Eyes have ſeen vileneſs inthe beſt of my 
doings, what then, think you, muſt God needs 
ſeeinthem ?. Nor canlI do any thing yet, for 
all [know that I am accuſed by my Enemy be- 
fore the Judgment-ſeat of God, better than 
what already is imperfeft. I lie down in 
my Shame,and my Confuſion covers my Face, 1 
harve ſinned, what ſhall I do unto thee,O thou Pre- 
ſerver of Men! Fer. 3. 24, 25. Fob 7.20. 
Reply, Well Soul, I have heard what thou 
haſt ſaid, and, if all be true which thou 
haſt ſaid, it is good, and gives me Ground 
of Hope, T hat Jeſus Chriſt is become thine 
Advocate. And, if that be ſo, no Doubt, 
but thy Tryal will come to a good Concluaſi- 
on. And, be not afraid becauſe of the #o1;- 
eſs of God; for thine Advocate has this 
for his Advantage, that he pleads before a 
Judge that is juſt, and againſt an Enemy that 
is unholy and rejefted. Nor let the thoughts 
of the badneſs of thy Caule terrifie thee over 
much. Cauſe thou haſt indeed to be 'humble, 
and thou doſt yell to cover thy Face with 


Shame z | 
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Shame; And, 'tis no matter how baſe and vile 
thou art in thine own Eyes, provided that it 
comes not by renewed Acts of Rebellion, but 
through a ſpiritual Sight of thine Imperfe- 
Ctions. Only, let me adviſe thee here to 
ſtop; let not thy Shame, nor thy ſelf-aba- 
ſing Apprehenſion of thy ſelf, drive thee 
from the firm and permanent Ground: of 
Hope, which is the Promiſe, and.the Doctrine 
of an Advocate with the Father. 
the Apprehenſion of the Badneſs of thy Cauſe 
doit tor as much as he did never yet take 
Cauſe in Hand that was good, perfectly 
good of it ſelf: And his Excellency is, to 
make a Man ſtand that has a bad Cauſe, yea 
he can make abadCauſe good, ina way of Ju- 
ſtice and Righteouſneſs. 

And,for thy further Encouragement in this 
Matter, I will here bring in the fourth chief 
Head, to wit,toſhew,what excellent Privileges(l 
mean over and above what has already been 
ſpoke of )they have that are made Partakers of the 
Benefit of this Office. If any Man ſin,we have an Ad- 
vocate with the Father, Feſus Chriſt the righteous, 

Firſt Priv. 1. Thy Advocate pleads 20a Price 
paid,to a Propitiation made ;, and this is a great 
Advantage. Yea he pleads to a Satisfaction 
made for all Wrongs doye, or 10 be done, by 
his Elect: For by one Offering he hath perfetted 
for-ever them that are ſanitified, Heb. 10. 14. 
Ver, 
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ver. 10. chap. 9.26. By one Offering : That 
i, by the Offering of himſelf; by ove Offer» 
ing once offered, once offered in the end of 
the World. This, I ſay, thine Advocate 
pleads. When Satan brings in freſh Accuſa- 
tions, for -ore Tranſgreſlions againſt the Law 
of God, he forceth not Chriſt to ſhift his firſt 
Plea, 1 ſay, he puts him not ro his Shifts at all, 
For the Price, o7ee paid, hath in it ſafficient 
Value (would God impute it to that end) to 
takeaway the Sin of the whole World. There 
is a Man that hath Brethren, he is rich, and 
they are poor, (and this is the Caſe *twixt 
Chriſt and us) and the rich Brother, goeth to 
his Father, -and faith, thou art related to my 
Brethren with me; and out of thy Store, [ 
pray thee, let them have ſufficient, and, for 
thy Satisfaction, I will put into thy Hand the 
whole of what I have, which perhaps is 
worth an hundred thonſand Pounds by the 
Year; and this other Sum, 1 al{o give, that 
they be not dilinherited : Now will not this 
laſt his poor Brethren to ſpend upon a good 
while? But Chriſt's Worth can never be 


drawn dry. 


, Now, ſet the Caſe again, that ſome 7/ cor 
ditioned Man ſhould take Notice, that theſe 
poor Men live all upon the ſpend, (and Saints 
do ſo) and ſhould come to the good Man's 
Houſe, and complain to lum of the ſpend- 
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ing of bis Sons, and that while their eldcr 
Brother ſtands by : What do you think the 
elder Brother would reply, if he was as 
good-natured as Chriſt ? Why : he would 
iay, Ihave yet with my | Father in ſfore for 
my Brethren: Wherefore then ſeekeſt thou 
to ſtop his hand? As he is juſt, he muſt give 
them for their Conveniency ; yea, and as for 
their Extravagancies, I have ſatisfied for them 
ſo well, that, however he afflicteth them, 
he will not diſinherit them. I hope you 
will read and hear this, net like them that 
ſay, let us do evilrthat Good may come, but like 
thoſe, whom the Love of Chriſt conſtrains 
to bebetter : however, this is the Childrens 
Bread, that which they have need of and with- 
out which they cannot live; and they muſt 
have it tho Satan ſhould pur Pins into it, there- 


. mithto choak the Dogs. 


And, for the further clearing of this, [ 


will preſent you with theſe few Conſidera- 
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tions: 5 

1. Thoſe that are moſt ſanCtified , have 
yet, a Body of Sinand Death in them, Rom, 
7. 24. and ſo alſo it will be while they conti- 
nue in this World. 

2, This Body of Sin, ftrives to break our, 
and will break out, to the polluting of the 


Converſation, ({ if Saints be not tne more 


watchful ) Chap.s6. 12. vea it has broke ont 
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The Advocateſtip 
In moſt ſad Manner, and that in the ſtrongeſt 
Saints, Gal. x. 17. 
3. Chriſt offereth no new Sacrifice for 
the Salvation of theſe his People ; for, being 


raiſed from the Dead, he dies no more, Kom 6.9.50 


then,if Saints ſin they muſt be ſaved (if ſaved 
at all) by Virtue of the Offering already offer- 
ec; and if ſo, then all Chriſt's Pleas, as an 
Advocate, are grounded upon that one Offe- 
Ting, which before, as a Prieſt, he preſent- 
ec God with, for the taking away of Sin. So 
then, Chriftians live upon this old Stock, 
their Tranigreſiions are forgiven for the Sake 
of the Worth, that yet God finds in the Offer- 
ng that Chriſt hath offered. And all Chriſt's 
Pleadings, as an Advocate, are grounded up- 
on the Suffictency, and Worth of that one 
Sacrifice.

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becauſe all other do depend upon it. 

Prjv, 2. Secondly, Thine Advocate, as he 
pleadeth a Price already paid,ſo,and therefore, 
be pleads for himſelf as for thee. We areall con- 
cerned in one bottoms ;, if he ſinks we ſink, if 
we {ink heſinks. Give me leave to make out 
my meaalng. 

1. Chriſt pleads the Value and Virtue of 
the Price of his Blood and Sacrifice for us : 
And admit of this horrible Suppoſitian , a 
little for Argument's Sake, That tho Chriſt 
plezds the Worth of what, as Prieſt, he of- 
tereth, yet, the Soul, for whom he ſo pleads, 
perilhes eternally, Now where lieth the 
Fault ? In Sin; you ſay true ; but it is, be- 
cauſe there was more Virtue in Sin to 
damn, than ther2 was 1n the Blood pleaded 
by Chrits, to fave: For he pleaded his Me- 
rit, he put it into the Balance againſt Sin, 
bur Sin hath_weighed down the Soul of rhe 
Sinner to Hel], notwithſtanding the Weight 
of Merit that he did put in againlt it. 
what's the Reſulr but that the Advocare goes 
down, as well as we, we to kcll, ard he in 
Eſteem? Wherefore, 1 ſay, he is concerned 
with us, his Credit, his Honour, hi: Glory, 
and Renown, flies all away, 1t thoſe, for 
whom he pleads, as en Adore, periſh for 
want of Worth, 1 his Szcrifice pleaded : Bur 

{pall this ever be ſaid of Chrift, or vill it be 
F 2 found, 
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r00 The Advocateſhip 
found, that any,for whom Chriſt, as Advocate, 
pleads, yet periſh for want of Worth in the 
Price,or of Neglect in the Advocare to plead it? 
No,no,himſelf is concerned, and that as to his 
own Reputationand Honour,and as to the Va- 
lue, and Virtue of his Blood, nor will he loſe 
theſe for want of pleading for them concern- 
ed in this Office. | 
2. Iargue again : Chriſt, as Advocate,muſt 
needs be concerned in his Plea ; for that every 
one, for whoſe Salvation he advocates, is his 
own.So then, if he loſes, he loſes his own,hisSub- 
ſtznce & Inheritance. Thusif te loſe the whole, 
and if he loſe a part,one, any one of his own, he 
loſeth part of his Aland of his Fulreſs:Wherce 
fore,we may well think, that Chriſt, as A4r0- 
cate,is concerned,even concerned with his Peo- 
ple, and therefore will thoroughly plead their 
Cauſe. | 

Suppoſe a Man ſhould have an Horſe, tho 
lame, and a piece of Ground, tho ſomewhar 
barren ; yet, it any ſhould attempt to take 
theſe away, he would not fit ſtill and ſo loſe 
his own. No, faith he, fince they are mine 
own, they ſhall colt rne-five times more than 
they are worth, but 1 will maintain my Right. 
I have ſeen Men, ſometimes, ſtrongly inga- 
ged in Law for that, which, when conſidered 
by it ſelf, one would think, was not worth re- 
garding. But when I have asked them, why ſo 
concerned 


A 
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concerned for a thing of ſo little Eſteem? They 
have anſwered, 0! 'Tis ſome of that by which # 
hold a Title of Honour,or my Right to a greater 
in come,and therefore I will not loſeit. Why,thus 
is Chriſt engaged ; what he pleads for, is his 
own, his 4/l, his Fulneſs; yea, 'tis that by 
which he holds his Royalty, for he 1s King of 
Saints, Rev. 15. 3. Joh.6. 37, 38, 39. P/al. 16. 
5,6. 'Tis part of his Eſtate,and that Ey which 
he holds ſome of his Titles of Honour, Eph. 5. 
6. -Fer. St. 34. Rom. It. 26. Heb. 2. te 
Saviour, Redeemer, Deliverer and Captain, 
are ſome of his Titles of Honour : But, if he 
loſeth any ot thoſe, upon whoſe Account he 


weareth theſe Titles of Honour, for want of 


Virtue in his Plea, or for want of Worth in 
his Blood, he loſeth his own 3 and not only 
ſo, but alſo Part of his Royalty; and does alſo 
diminiſh,and lay a blot upon his glorious Titles 
off Honour, And he is jealous of his Honour, 
his Honour he will not give to another. 
Wherefore, he willnot, ( be not afraid) 
henever will leave nor forſake thoſe, who 
have given themſelves unto him, and for 
whom he is become an Advocare with tl e 
Father, to plead their Cauſe : Even becau'e 


thou art oe, one of his own, one by whom he. 


holdeth his glorious T itles of Honour, 
Obj. O but I am but one, and a very ſorry 
070100: And what's one, ſpecially ſuch an one 
F 3 4s 
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103 The Advecateſhip f 
& I am ? Can there bea mijs of the Loſs of (uch 
au'one ? 

Anſw. One and one makes two, and ſo ad 
infinitum, Chriſt cannot loſe one, but as he 
may loſe more, and fo, in Concluſion, loſe 
all. But of all that God has given him hc will 
loſe nothing, Foh. 6. 38, 39. Belides, to 
loſe oze, would encourage Satan, diſparage 
his own Wiſdom, make him uncapable of 
giving in, at the Day of Account, the whole 
tzle to God, of thoſe that he has given him. 
Further, this would diſhearten Sinners aud 
make them afraid of venturing their Cauſe, 
and their Sonls in his Hand; and would, as 
I faid before, either prove his Propitiation, 
in ſome Senſe, ineffetual, or elſe himſelf de- 
feftive in his pleading of it. But, none of 
theſe things muſt be ſuppoſed. He will 
throughly plead the Cauſe of his People, Aic. 7. 
execute Judgment for them, bring them out 
to the Light, and cauſe them to behold his 
Righteouſneſs. 

Priv.3.Thirdly, The Plea of Satan is ground- 
eſs; and that's another Privileze. For, albeit 
thou haſt ſinned, yet, ſince Chriſt before has 
paid thy Debt, and alſo paid for more; ſince 
thoa haſt rot yet run beyond the Price of 
thy Redemption; it muſt be concluded, 
That Satan wants a good bottom to ground 
his Flea up», and therefore mult, in Conclu- 
| lion, 
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fion, fail of his Deſign. True, there is Stn 
committed, there isa Law tranſgreſſed z but 


there is alſo a SatisfaCtion for this Tranſ- 
greſſicn,ard that which ſuper-abounds.So tho- 


there he Sin, yet there wants a Foundation 
for a Hea. Joſhua was cloathed with filthy 
Garmetts, but Chriſt had other Garments 
prepare] for him ; Change of Raiment : 
Wherefire Iniquity, as to the Charge of S:- 
tan, vanſhes. And the Angel anſwered and 
ſaid, Tak away the filtby Garments from him, 
{ This intmates thar there was no Ground, 
no ſufficien. Ground for Satan'&Charge ; ] and 
0 him, he jtid, behold, I have cauſed thine Int- 
quity to paſs from thee, and will cloath thee with 
Change of Rament, Foſh. 3.4. Now, if there 
be no Ground, no ſound and ſufficient Ground, 
to build a Clirge againſt the. Child upon, I 
mean,. 4s ro ternal Condemnation, for that's. 
the thing contaded for ; then, as | ſaid, Sa- 
tan muit fall like Lightning to the Ground, 
and be caſt over he Bar, as a corrupt, and ille- 
gal Pleaacr: Bit this is ſo, as, in part, is 
proved already, and will be further made 
out by that whic1 follows. They that have, 
indeed, Chriſt te be their Advocare are them- 
ſelves, by Virtueof arother Law, than that 
againit which ther have ſinned, ſecured from 
the Charge that Satan brings in againſt them. 
I granted before that the Child of God has 

F 4 ſinred, 
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I.04 The Adwvocateſhip 
finned, and that there is a Law that condent- 
neth for this Sin: .But here is the thing, 
"This Child is removed by an ACt of Grace into, 
and under another Law. For we are 70t jn- 
aer the Law, Rom. 6. 14. chap. 8. 1, ind ſo 
conſequently there is now 70 Condennation 
ferthem : Wherefore, when God Þeaketh 
of his dealing with his, he ſaith, it ſhal nor 
be by their Covenant, Ezek, 16.61. That is, 
not by that of the Law ; they then being not 
under the Law. What if a Plea be commen- 
ced againſt them, a Plea for Sin and they 
have committed Sin; a Plea groindeq upon 
the Law, and the Law takes Cegniſance of 
their Sin? Yet, I ſay, the Plea vants a good 
bottom, for that the Perſon; this accuſed, is 
put under another Law. Henc he ſays, Sr 
ſhall not have Dominion over yo, for you are 
not under the Law. If the Child was under 
the Law , Satan's Charge would be good, 
becauſe it would have a ſubtantial Ground 
of Support, but ſince the Chid 35 dead torke 
Law, Gal. 2.16. and that alo dead to him ; 
for both are true, as to Conlemration, Rom. 
7.6. how can it be that Satan ſhould have a 
ſufficient Ground for his Charge, tho he 
ſhould have Matter of Fact ſufficient Matter 
of Fact, that is Sin? far bybis change of Re- 
Iation, he 1s put out of thereach ot that Law. 
There is a Woman, a Widow, that _ a 

Sum 


of Teſus Chriſt. 
Sum of Money, and ſhe is threatned to be 
ſued for the Debt ; now what doth ſhe, but 
marrieth; ſo , when the ACtion is commen- 
ced againſt her as a Widow, the Law finds 
her a married Woman; what now can be done? 
Nochizg to her, ſhe is not who ſhe was, ſhe 
is delivered from that State by her Marriage. 
If any thing be done, it mult be done to her 
Hushand. Hut, if Satan will ſue Chriſt, for 
my Debt, h2 oweth him notning: And, 
as for what the Law can claim of me, 
while I was under it, Chriſt has delivered 
me by Redemprion, from that Curſe, being 
made a Curie for me, Gal. 3.13. 

Now , the Covenant into which I am 
brought, by Grace, by which alſo I am ſecn- 
red from the Law, is not a Law of Sin and 
Death, as. that is from under which I am 
brought, Rom. 8.2, but a Law of Grace and 
Life; ſo that Satan cannot comme at me, by 
that Law and by Grace, | am by that fecu- 
red allo from the Hand, ard Wouth and Sting 
of all other : I mcan ſtiltas toan cternal Con» 
cern. Wherefore God 131th, if we break-his 
Law, the Law of Works, he.will vifit onr 
Sin with a Rod,and our [riquity with Stripes, 
but his Covenant, his new Covenant, will he tiot 
break, Pjal. 59. 30, 31, 32,33 34, 35», 30 
37. but will {fill keep cloſe to that, and fo le- 
cure us from eternal Condemnation.

Farther, Satanpleads,the Juſtice and Holineſs 
of God againſt us:& there,theAccuſer is over- 
thrown again. ' And tothem Chriſt appeals,and 
his Appeals good, ſince the Law teſtifies to thes 
ſufficiency ot the Satisfaction that Chriſt has 
made thereto by his Obedience, Rom, 3.22,2 3, 
&alfo,ſfince by anorherCovenantGodhimſelt has 
given us to JeſusChriſt, & ſo delivered us from 
the Old. Wherefore you read nothing as an 
effect of Satans pleading againſt us, but that 
his Mouth is ſtopp'd ; as appears by the 3. of 
Zechariah,arid that he is caſt; yea caſt down, 

2s you have it in the 12, of the Revelations. 
Indeed when God admits not, when Chriſt 
wills not to be an Advocate, and when Satan 
is bid ſtand art the right Hand of one accuſed, 
P/al. 10g. 6, 7. to inforce, by pleading a- 
gzinſt him, the things charged on him by the 
Law ; then he can prevail, prevail for-ever 
| againſt 
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againſt ſuch a wretched one: But, when 
Chriſt ſtands up to plead, when Chriſt e- 
ſpouſes this or that Man's Cauſe ; then Satan 
mult retreat, then he mult go down, And 
this necellarily flows from the' Text, we have 
an Advocate, a prevailing one, one that ne- 
ver loſt Cauſe, one that always puts the Chil- 
drensEnemy to the rout before the Judgment- 
ſcat of God. This therefore is another Privi- 
lege that they have,who have Jeſus Chrilt for 
their Advocate : Their Enemy mult n-eds be 
overthrown, becauſe both Law and Jultice is 
on the other (ide. 

Priv.s Fifthly, Thine Advocare has pity for 
thee,and great Indignation again[t thine Accu- 
ſer: And theſe are two excellent things. 
When a Lawyer hath pity fora Man, whoſe 
Cauſe he pleadeth, it will ingage him much ; 
but when he has Indignation alſo againſt the 
Man's Accuſer,this will yet engage him more. 
Now, Chriſt has both theſe, and that not of 
Humour, but by Grace, and Juſtice ; Grace 
to us, and Juſtice to our Accuſer. He came 
down from Heaven that he might be a Prieſt, 
and returned thither again, to be Prieſt and 
Advocate for his: And in both theſe Offices, 
he levelieth his whole Force and Power a- 
gainit thine Accuſer, For this Cauſe was the 
Son of God manifeſt, that he might deſtroy the 
Works of tne Devil, Joh. 3.8. 
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188 The Advocateſhip 
ones to lift up themſelves. on high. Let 
Chriſt's Advocarecſhip therefore teach us to be 
humble. 

Fourthly, as we ſhouid improve. this Do- 
Etrine to ſtxengthen Faith, to encourage Pray- 
er, and to keep us humble : So we ſlould make 
T/c of it toencourage to Perſeverance; that is, 
to hold on, to hold out to the egd. For, 
for all thoſe Cauſes the Apoſtle ſetteth Chriit 
before us as an Aavocate: There is nothing 
doth more diſcourage the truly Godly than 
the Senſe of their own Infirmittes ( as has 
been hinted at all along); conſequently, no- 
thing can more encourage them to go on, 
than to think: that Chriſt is an Advocare for 
them. The Services alſo that< Chriſt has 
for usto do.in this World, are full of Diffi- 
culty, and ſo apt tadiſcourage : But, when 
2 Chriſtian ſhall come to underſtand that (if 
we do what we can) *tis not a failing either 
in Matter of Manner that, ſhall render it whol- 
ly unſerviceable, or give the Devil that Ad- 
vantage as, to plead thereby. to prevail for 
our Condemnation ard Rejection ; but that 
Chriſt by being our Advocate ſaves us from 
our falling ſhort, and alſo from the Rage of 
Hell: This wi:!l encourage- us to hojid on 
though we do but hotble in all our goirgs, and 
fumble in all our doings. For we have Chriſt 


for an Advocate in caſe ye lin in the Manage- , 


mEnt. 
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ment of any Duty. Ifany Man fin we have 
an Advocate with the Father, Jeſus Chriſt the 
righteous. | 

Let us therefore goon inall God's Ways, 
2s well as we can for our Hearts, and when 
our Foot {Ups let us tell God of it, and his 
Mercy in Chriſt - ſhall hold us up, P/al. 84. 
18. 

Darkneſs, and to be ſhut up in Priſon is al- 
ſo a great Diſcouragement to us ; But our 
Advocate is for giving, us Light and for fetch- 
ing us out of our Priſon. True, ke that Fo- 
ſeph choſe to be his Advocate to Pharaoh re- 
membred not Joſeph but forgat him, Gen. 40. 
14, 23- but he that has Jeſus Chrilt to be his 
Advocate {ſhall be remembered before God. 
Heremembred #s in our low Eſtate, for his Mer 
cy endureth forever, Mich. 7.8, 9, 10. Pſal. 
135. 23. Yea, hewill ſay to the Priſoners 
ſhew your ſelves,and to them that are in the 
Priſon- Houſe go forth. w 

Satan ſometimes gets the Saints into the 
Priſon, when he has taken them Captive by 
their Luſts, Rom. 7. 23. but they ſhall not 
be always there; and this ſhould encourage 
us to goon in godly Ways: For we muſt 
through many Tribulations enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 

Obj. But 7 cannot pray, ſays one, therefore 
how ſhauld I perſevere ? When 1 go to Prayer, in- 


ſtead 
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. can-{peak for thee. 
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ſtead of praying my Mouth is ſtopt: What would 


ou have me do? 

\Vell, Soul, tho Satan may baflle thee, he 
cannot-foſerve thine Advocate. If thou muſt 
not ſpeak for thy ſelf, Chriſt thine Advocare 
Lemuel was to open his 
Mouth for the Dumb, to wit, for the Sons of 
DeFtruttion, and to plead the Cauſe of the poor 
and needy, Prov. 31. 8, 9. If we knew the 
Grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt ſo as the 
Word reveals it , we would believe, we 
would hope, and would, notwithſtanding 
at Diſcouragements, wait for the Salvation 
of the Lord. But there are many things that 
hinder; wherefore Faith, and Prayer, and 
Perſeverance are made difficult things unto 
us. But ifany Man fin, we have an Advocate 
with the Father, Jeius Chritt the righteous. 
And, God ſhall fizht for you and you !vall hold 
your Peace, was once a good Word to me, 
when I could not pray. 

Fifthly, As we thonld improve this Do- 
Arine for the Improvement and Encourage- 
ment of theſe Graces: So we ſhould improve 
it to the Driving of Difficulties down before 
us, tothe getting of Ground upon the Ene- 
my. Reſiſt the Devil, drive him back ; this 
is it for which thy Lord Jeſus is an Advocare 
with God inf Heaven, and this 1s it for the 
Sake of which thou art madea Believer, on 

| Earth, 
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Earth, 1 Per. 5. 9. Heb. 123. 4. wherefore 
has Gad: put this Sword [we have an Aduo- 
cate] into thy Hand, but to fight thy way 
through the World. Fight the good Fight 
of Faith, lay hold on eternal Life : And ſay I 
will gb in the Strength of the Lord God : 
And ſince I have an Advocate with the Father 
Teſs Chriſt the righteous, | will not deſpair 
tbo the Iniquity of mine Heels ſhould compaſs me 
about, Pſal. 49. 5: 
. Vſes. Fifthly, Doth Jeſus Chriſt ſtand 
upto plead: for us with God, to plead with 
him for-us againſt the Devil. Ler this teach 
14s t0 ſtand up to plead for bim before Men, to 
plead for him againit the Enemies of his Per- 
{on and Goſpel. This1s but reaſonable: For 
if Chriſt ſtands up to plead for us, why 
ſhanid; not we ſtan up to plead, forhim? He 
alſoexpeCteth this at our Hans, ſaying, wha 
will r4ſe up for me againſt the evil Doers? Who 
mill fland up for me againſt the Workers of Ini- 
quity? The Apoſtle did it and counted him- 
{elt engaged to do it, where he ſaith he preach- 
ed the Goſpel of God with much Contention, 
2 Theſ. 2.2, Nor isthis the Duty of Apo- 
ſtles, or Preachers only, but every Child of 
God ſhould earneſtly contend for the Faith 
once delivered to the Saints, Jad. 3. 

And, as I faid, tiere is Reaſon why we 
{ſhould do this, He ſtandeth for us: Andif we

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1. Conſider the Diſparity of Perſons, to : 
plead, it will ſeem far more reaſonable. He 


ſtands up to plead with God, we ſtand up to 
plead with Men. The Dreadof Godis great, 
yea greater than the Dread of Men.

A Word ſpoke in ſeaſon, 
how good is 1t ? | ſay, Chriſtians ſhoold obſerve 
and enquire that they may obſerve, the Cauſe 
or ground of their Brothers Trouble : and 
having firſt taken Notice of that, in the next 
place conſider under which of the Offices of 
JeſusChritt this Sin or Trouble has caſt this 
Man ;. and ſo labour to apply Chriſt ia the 
Word of the Goſpel to kim.

Nor can any 
Advocate , tave Jelus Chriſt the rightevus, 
avail any thirg at all : Becanſe there is nore 
appointed , bur him to that Work, and 
therefore not to be admitted to enter a Plea 
tor their Client at the Bar of God. 

Ob'j. But ſome may ſay there 15 God's Grace, 
the P, omiſe, Chriſt”s Blood, and, his ſecond Pare 
of Prieſthood now in Heavez ; Can none of theſe 
ſeveraily, 
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ſeverally, nor all of them jointly ſave a Man 
from Hell, unleſs Chriſt alſo become our Advos 
cate! 

Anſwer : All theſe, his Advocates Office not 
excluded, are few enough, and little enonyh 
to ſave the Saints from Hell; For the rivhre. 
ons ſhall ſcarcely ve ſaved, 1 Per. 4.18. There 
mult then be the Promiſe, God's Grace, 


Chriſt's Blood, and him to advocate too,or we. 


cannot be ſaved. What's the Promiſe, with- 
out Got!'s Grace, and v7 hat's that Grace with- 
out a Promiſe to beſtow it on us? I lay what 
Benefit have we thereby ? Beſides, if the 
Promiſe, and Goa's Grace without Chrift's 
Blood would have ſaved ns, wherefore then 
did Chriſt dic? Yea, and again 1 ſay, it all 
theſe without his being for us an Aadcccate, 
would have delivercd us from all thoſe Diſ- 
advantages that our Sins and Infirmities 
would bring us to, and into; ſurely in vain 
and to no purpoſe was Jelus made an -dvo- 
cate. But, Soul, there 1s need of all, and 
therefore be not thou offended that the Lord 
Jeſus is of the Father made ſo much to his, 
but rather admire and wonder that the Father 
and tke Son ſhould be fo concerned with fo 
forry ilump of Dult ard aſtes as thou art, 
And I ſay again, be confounded to think that 
Sin ſhould beathing ſo horrivle, of Power to 


pollute, to captivate and detain us from 


God, 
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God , that without all this ado{ I wovlq 
ſpeak wita Reverence of God and his Wil- 
dom) we cannot be delivered from the ever- 
laſting Deſtruction that it hath brought Up- 
on the Children of Men.

Nor 
taih-a Man gronnd to fay Chrift is here or 
there mine, before he hath gronnd to ſay he 
alio is mine Advocare, Tho that Office of 
his as as been aiready ſhewcd ſtands in the 
laſt place and comes in as a Reſerve. But 
can any imagine that Chriſt will pray for 
them as Fricſt, for whom he will not plead 
4s Advocate? Or that he will ſpeak for them, 
70 God tor whom he will not ple:d again? the 
Devil? No, no; they are his own that he 
loveth to the end, Jo. 13. to the end of 
their Lives, to the end of their Sins, to the 


end 
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end of their Temptations, to the end of their 
Fears and of the Exercile of the Rage and Ma- 
lice of Saran againit them. To the end may al- 
ſo be underſtood, even until ke had given 
them the Profit and Benefrt of all his Ottices 
10 their dne Exerciſe and Adwiiiltration : 
But I fay, what isall this to them that have 
him nat for their Advocate ? 

You may remember that I have already 
told you that there are ſeveral who have not 
the Lord Jeſus for their Advocate, Fo wit, 
thoſe that are ſtill in their Sins purſuing of 
their Luſts, thoſe that are aihamed of ibim 
before Men, and thoie that are never other- 
Wiſe but lukewarm in their Profeſiion: And ler 
us now fora Conclution maxe turiher enquiry 
into this matter.

It is irrational to think that Chrilt 1s an 

Advicate 
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Advocate for, or that he pleadeth the Cauſe of 
ſuch, who in the ſelf ſame Hour and before 
his Enemies are throwing dirt in his Face, by 
their profane Mouths ard unſanified Lives 
and Converlations. 

if he pleads as an Advocate for any , he 
mnſt plead againſt Saran for them, and ſo 
conſcquently inuſt have ſome ſpecial bottum 
to grouad his Plea upon : I ſay a bottom bet- 
ter than that upon which the carnal Man 
ſtards.
